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Engineer Makes Startling Report on 
Conditions Which, He Says, Pre- 
“vail at the Insane Asylum and the 
Poor House 


WRITTEN REPORT MADE 
TO PRESIDENT PHILLIPS 


Only One Regular Engineer at Poor 
House and He Works but 12 Fiours 
—Safety of Patients Endangered, 


Official Avers 


J. W. Wood, chief engineer at the City 
Hall, Thursday morning made a written 
report to President Hiram Phillips of the 
Board of Public Improvements in which 
he said that insane patients and paupers 
are partially in charge of the boilers at the 
Insane Asylum and Poor House. 

Mr. Phillips said he would transmit the 
report to Health Commissioner Simon at 
once, 

Mr. Wood says that in several recent 
visits to the Poor House he found from 
“six to twelve and fifteen” insane and 
pauper patients working about the boll- 
ers—firing, caring for the water and at- 
tending the pumps. - 

Mr. Wood expressed the opinion in his re- 
port thaat the use of insane and paupers 
for this work is dangerous and should be 
discontinued. 

He also said that there was only salaried 
fireman at the poorhouse, who gets $35 a 
month and is required to stind a 12-hour 
watch, and thaat this makes the employ- 
ment of the paupers and in sane neces- 
sary. 

Mr. Wood recommends that a saiaried 
fireman be kept on duty throughout the 24 
hours, and that three men be employed, 
working eight hours each. | 

As a result of the use of these substitute 
firemen, Mr. Wood says the boilers are 


burned out more rapidly than they or- 
dinarily would ; 

In the last 18. months, he states. three 
boilers at these institutions have been con-

John W. Young, son of the Mormon prophet, Brigham Young, and father of 
the woman murderer, Hooper Young, went to Paris in the spring of 1902 to sell 
$6,000,000 of the Shipbuilding company’s bonds to European capitalists. An 
underwriting syndicate was formed in Paris which subscribed for $4,250,000 of 
the bonds, and a smaller syndicate was formed in London which subscribed for 
$1,750,000 of the bonds. 

The underwriting here and abroad was in charge of the Mercantile Trust 
Co. The counsel for the latter was Alexander & Green of 120 Broadway. 

hat law firm, the greatest of its kind in the United States, was also made coun- 
sel for the Shipbuilding company.. Alexander & Green are also counsel for 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society and for a large number of important 
financial institutions and corporations. Charles Beatty Alexander, writer of 
most of the cables and letters, is the head of that firm. He has been a lawyer 
of-eminence for nearly forty years, is a multi-millionaire, and his social and 
professional standing has always been of the highest. 

In June of 1902 there was some doubt as to the French underwriting ob- 
tained by John W. Young, and Mr. Alexander, who was then abroad (he has a 

_ residence in Paris), was cabled to by his firm to take charge of the matter. Ar- 
‘rangements had previously been made with the Trust Company of the Republic 
by the Mercantile Trust to raise some of the American underwriting, and gradu- 
ally the burden of getting all of the $9,000,000 of American underwriting was 
shifted upon the Trust Company of the Republic. 

It was the final failure of the French underwriters to pay even the first in- 
stallment of 25 per cent on the $4,250,000 that eventually placed the Shipbuilding 
Company on the road to financial ruin, almost wrecked the Trust Company of 
the Republic, caused the failure of Dresser & Co. and made a bankrupt of D, Le 
Roy Dresser, brother of Mrs, George W. Vanderbilt.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—The World today prints,the following 
editorial on the exposure of the Shipbuilding Trust scandal, 
made by World and Post-Dispatch: 


True to its guiding principle that “‘publicity’’ is the greatest 
moral factor and force tn the universe and that public service 
is the highest mission of a free and independent newspaper, 
the World has given to the country the inside facts and the un- 
diluted truth as to the United States Shipbuilding Co. 

Mr. Guthrie, one of the able counsel of the men under whose 
management this company was wrecked, intimated before the 
éxaminer that the publication in the World of some of the most 
important and interesting of these facts was in “contempt of 
court.”’ 

The World’s answer to this is that not to have published them 
would have been in contempt of justice and of the people whom 
it serves. 

The examiner evidently took the view clearly and forcibly 
stated by Mr. Uttermyer, of the counsel for the other side— 
that the subject matter of the hearing is to demonstrate the in- 
solvency of the company and to find out who is responsible for 
the fraud and deceit, in its organization.

escaped destruction aided, after those 
that were still living were carried by the 
men from the wreck in the river. We 
gave them salts, bathed their wounds 
with water from the river and bound 
their injuries with the linaments. 

Drs. Bell and Bogan of Dawson were 
among the first to reach the wreck and 
Saved many lives. 


The most pathetic thing of all to me 
was the fact that many of the killed 
and injured passengers were from 
Christmas shopping excursions to Pitts- 
burg, and women were found dead with 
bundles in their arms that had burst 
open and revealed dolis and toys that 
they had bought for their little ones. 

It was easy enough to see what had 
caused the wreck. On the east-bound 
track on which the train had been run- 
ning, lay three or four great 16-foot 
timbers that had fallen from a west- 
bound freieght train and which some 
track-walker had failed to see in time 


to avert the terrible tragedy. 

One of these was found torn and twist- 
ed about the front wheels of the great 
locomotive. This stick had hurled the 
engine from. the track and the train fol- 


by the brave passengers in the Pullman 
cars and by my townspeople who had come 
up to the scene. 


As the men from Dawson came stream- 
ing in, we saw the robbers, who had come 
down like harpiles from the coke ovens 
and little mountain settlements when the 
wreck first occurred and were robbing the 
bodies in three or four feet of water in 
the river, slink away and manage to es- 
cape with thousands of dollars’ worth of 
watches, money and valuables of the dead. 
As soon as we got to the wreck the men 
commenced to pile up abandoned ties and 
set fire to them. As the flames burst forth 
from the dried wood, the full horror of 
the wreck burst upon our view. 


I looked down into the river, and saw 
men and women, yes, even children, lying 
on the wreckage. dead and mangled be- 
yond description. 


The passenger coach lay on its side in 
four feet of water in the river, and when 
we got down to the river, which is at the 
foot of the embankment. I could see the 
agonizing faces of people inside the coach- 


mot dead wandered helplessly about, with 
outstretched hands, in the gloom, hoping to 
encounter some less fortunate creature 
who might be rescued. 

Those able to move about were mostly 
those who were in the diner when the 
wreck occurred. jAll were injured by the 
fiying crockery and glassware from the 
tables when the car went flying over the 
embankment. One or two in this car were 
killed. 

But the others, like Marietta, fought their 
way out by smashing the windows, and, 
while in the. gloom, shocked and almost 
helpless, persons who had been fortunate 
enough to, escape with their lives, moved 
like ghosts in the scene of death, Marietta 
alone thought of the right thing. to do. 

His bravery cannot be too highly ex- 
tolled. There were passengers in the car 
and there were wounded ones who, when 
they came to know of what he had done, 
kissed his very hands. 

Never did a man struggle harder to ac- 
complish a brave and worthy thing. Be- 
sides his bruises and his cuts and the tor- 
ture of pain, the man’suffered keenly from 
nausea caused by the shock. es, pressed against the window panes,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Today the Rus- 
sian navy in the far Bast comprises two 
battleships of 16 knots speed; two armored 
cruisers, respectively, of 18 and 2 knots 
speed; and three second-class armored 
cruisers of older date and speeds of 15, 
16 and 18 knots. Of aruising vessels, she 
has one second-class armored cruiser of 17 
knots; two armored gunboats of 15 knots; 
five small gunboats of speeds ranging from 
12 to 14 knots; three smal) 13 knot crulsers 
of rather aged type; two small mining 
and repair vessels; two 400-ton 22-knot tor- 
pedo cruisers; ten medium-sized torpedo 
boats of from 16 to 2% knots, mostly the 
former, and a couple of fair-sized 30-knot 
destroyers. . 

The Japanese have at their present dis- 
posal three exceptionally fine battleships 
of 19 knots speed; two powerful, well pro- 
tected armored cruisers of 2 knots; one 
third-class armored crulser of 17.5 knots; 
four first-class protected crulsers of 22.5

ers at Geyer and Missouri avenues Mon- 
day afternoon, from which the wreck of 
half of the power house occupying a block, 
séven deaths and injuries to fifteen labor- 
ers resulted. In support of this position, 
it is stated that the cause of the explosion 
is not apparent, and can not be determined 
except by an exhaustive inquiry and the 
result of the present inquiry could have no 
more serious result than the revoking of 
the licenses of the engineers. 
* Morton. Jourdan, counsel for the transit 
company, states that every effort will be 
made to facilitate the investigation before 
the coroner next Tuesday. All of the data 
collected in the investigation now being 
conducted by the officers of the company 
will be placed at the disposal of the coro- 
ner. 

In stating the position of the company, 
attention is called to the fact that the 
company has no financial interest in the 
placing of the responsibility. The insurance 
carried with it not only obligations to pay 
damages sustained by the transit company, 
but also to defend all suits for damages 
resulting from death or injury. 

The question confronting the transit com- 
pany in its investigation, is the possibility 
of employment of incompetent men at the 
power house, a question the company is 
more anxious to haye answered than any 
others. 


Company Advised 
Men Not to Attend 


Edward Forman, the day engineer in 
charge of the plant at the time of the ex- 
plosion, anu Joseph McCune, the night en- 
gineer at the power house who had not 
yet come on duty, were summoned to Boiler 
Inspector's Branch’'s office by letter. These 
letters were given into the hand of the 
company’s officers who advised the non- 
attendance of the men. The men acted up- 
on the advice. 

As to the removal of the safety yalves af- 
ter the explosion or the concealment of any 
facts from the investigation held Wednes- 
dav. it is asserted that such is not don 
with a view of confusion, but rather to 
let the facts come out fully when their 
significance may be ascertained with some 
accuracy, before the coroner, the only in- 
vestigation, according to the view of the 
transit’company advisors, which can han- 
die them with judicial standing. 

Witnesses at the hearing before the City 
Board of Engineers Wednesday stated 
that the safety valves of the wrecked boil- 
ers had been removed since the explosion by 
employes of the company, acting under or- 
ders of the superintendent of the power 
house. Four city inspectors and two in- 
spectors for an insurance company testified 
to this. The evidence is considered cor- 
roborative of Boiler Inspector Branch’'s 
statement, made soon after the explosion, 
that the boilers must have been over- 
worked. 

John Kelley, a deputy city boiler inspect- 


or, testified that he visited the scene of 
the explosion, looked for safety valves and 
found none. He said the valves had been 
removed from the steam drums, the boits 
having been cut in some cases with a 
ehise] and in other cases the nuts having 
been unscrawed. He said there also ap- 
peared to have been considerable sedi- 
ment in the boilers. Other testimony was 
along lines similar to that given by } elley 
Those who tearined were: J. H. Wilmes, 
former city boiler inspector and present 
night engineer at Union Station power 
house, who said the Geyer avenue bollers 
would not have been safe at a pressure of 
more than 125 pounds; J. L. Hillerman, dis- 
trict inspector for an insurance company, 
William Rutledge, a special inspector for 
the same company; M. G. olfe, district 
manager ‘of the company; Geo. W. Cun- 
ningham, chief engineer of the Suburban 
railroad; H. C. Mienholtz, s rintendent 
of the Heine aetety Boiler Coy W. A, Vin- 
cent, John P. eDonough and W. P. 
tzgerald, deputy city boiler inspectors.

Prison Sentences Are Longer and 
Pardons Are Seldom Ob- 
tained 


Highway robbery is a crime with which 
English police no longer have to reckon, 
whereas in St. Louis it is a nighthy oc- 
currence. A cat o’ nine tails, used in 
England and not used in America, explains 
the difference, according to C. F. G. Raikes, 
an English resident of St. Louis, who has 
offices in the Merchants’ Exchange. 

“Highway robbery is the one crime for 
which the English law specifies flogging as 
a punishment in addition to imprisonment,”’ 
said Mr. Raikes to the Post-Dispatch. ‘Up 
to the time I left England several years 
ago I remember hearing of but one or two 
cases of highway robbery, and I kept fair- 
ly well informed on such matters. I know 
that ft was one of the rarest crimes in the 


kingdom.

I think 
the minimum is 10 years and the maximum 
is life. The other is that pardons are rare 
in England. Infiuence counts for nothing. 
A man who is sentenced must serve out 


his time, 

“It, seems different in the United States. 
Of cpurse; there is no flogging. Further- 
more, the prison sentences are shorter and 
pardons are more frequent. There are also 
more delays here in execution of the crim- 
inal law than in Engiand, 

“There seems to be need of some stern 
measures in this country to ge highway 
robbertes. I don’t know that flogging is 
the proper punishment, but I often think 
of the English practice when I read of the 
robberies in St. Louis. 

“Other European countries are equally 
free from highway robberies, although J 
don’t know that they pipes flogging. 
They all, however, regard the crime as al- 
most as bad as murder, and the law is 
very Severe.”

Year Is Closing With Brighter Pros- 
pects Than Confronted the Coun- 


try a Year Ago 
NEW YORK, Dec. &.-—Special telegrams 
from correspondents of the International 


Mercantile Agency throughout the United 
ates and Canada are summarized as fol- 
ows: 

Continued cold weather has favored deal- 
ers in Christmas goods and retailers gener- 
ally and the volume of holiday trade at 
most large centers has equaled, or exceed- 
ed, that of a:year ago. avelers in many 
staple lines are temporarily off the road, 
but report having done a heavy business 
in -clothing, dry goods, sundries and shoes.

SOUTH NORMWIALK, Conn., Dec. 24.—In 

a thick fog today the steamer Erastus 

‘Corning of the Starin Line, bound from 

New Haven for New York with 30 passen- 

gers and a heavy cargo of freight, struck 


on the rocks of Copp’s island, just outside 
Norwalk Harbor.

THREE BUREAUS ARE RUNNING 


Folk and Hawes Speeches Being Sent

With the Democratic State nominating 
convention at least six months away, the 
headquarters of Circuit Attorney Joseph 
W. Folk and Harry B. Hawes, the bitter 
St. Louis rivals for the gubernatorial nom- 
ination, already present a warlike appear- 
ance.
